REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art fails to show or 
suggest, either singly or in combination thereof, a vehicle seat having a head 
restraint arrangement with a headrest and a support member, a seatback having a 
frame and a bracket arrangement attached to the frame, and a hinge device 
attached to the frame and the head restraint arrangement, the hinge device 
including a hinge having a first hinge portion pivotally connected to the bracket 
arrangement and a second hinge portion slidably connected to the bracket 
arrangement, wherein upon application of a rearward force on the hinge, the hinge 
lengthens upwardly and moves the head restraint arrangement from an initial 
position to a support position.
